P.B. County Folks 
Root For B. Elliott

TALLAHASSEE — Palm Beach 
County folks were very much in 
evidence around the legislative 
halls of the Capitol, enthusiastical- 
ly rooting for the election of B. 
Elliott of. Pahokee as Speaker’ cf 
the House for the 1951 session. 
Representative Elliott, elected 
after a bitterly-fought four way 
contest, is the first Speaker of the 
House in history to come from 
Palm Beach County. 

Among the local bills to be in- 
troduced or passed in the session 
were measures increasing the sal- 
ary of the judge of the criminal 
court of record in Palm Beacn 
county to $6,000 annually and 
those of the two circuit ‘court 
judges to $12,500. The House pass- 
ed bills creating a jury commis- 
sion to serve without pay in’ the 
county and establishing an airport 
authority. The latter - measure 
creates.no new commission, but 
gives members of the county com- 
mission serving on the new board 
necessary authority to handle air- 
port matters more efficiently. 

Another House bill increases the 
salaries of fee officers in the coun- 
ty from $7,500 to $10,000, -payable 
from the first income received in 
their various offices. 

About half of Governor’ Wär- 
tax proposals had been 
killed or badly mangled during the 
ketic fourth week of the bienniai 
session. Of the bills proposed to 
raise 50 millions in new revenus, 
the Governor's forces have lost six 
rounds unless a two-thirds ma- 
jority should be mustered on the 
Senate floor to over-ride the ac- 
tions of committees. 

Taxes proposed on fuel oil, to- 
bacco, room rent, amusements, 
phosphate and utilities were turn- 
ed down by the Senate Finance 
and Taxation committee. The pro- 
posals to increase taxes on corp- 
orations, intangibles and. documer.- 
tary stamp transactions will be re- 
ported favorably by the commit- 
tee, but it is conceded that ever 
these measures have a precarious 
course ahead and may fail to pass. 
Talk in legislative'circles continues 
to point to á sales tax as the 
legislature's possible answer to the 
tax dilemma and “extra session” 
rumors continue to grow. 

Senator John Matthews of Duval 
proposed the newest tax source in 
a measure which he designated as 
a “business privilege and excise 
tax” as a substitute for the Gov- 


ernor’s program. He claims it 
“would solve all, Florida’s current 
financial problems.”

Horse Racing Is- 
Revenue Producer 


is a tremendous revenue . producer 
in Florida and no one is more cog- 
nizant of the fact than the state. 
itself. Since 1931, the state has 
collected more than $85,000,000 in 
partimutuel revenue from all forms 
of racing. 4 

Of this amount, horse track? 
accounted for more than’ $55,000 - 
000. Hialeah, being the oldest in 
point of operation, has contributed 
more than 50 per cent of the ag- 
gregate, with Tropical, Gulfstream 
and Sunshine Park accounting for 
the balance. 

Gulfstream Park rang down the 
curtain on Florida's long -horse 
racing season recently. Overall at- 
tendance dnd wagering will show 


season, which began last Decem- 
ber 1, the State Racing Commis- 
sion reported. 

Gulfstream is the only one of the 
four horse tracks in the state to 
show an incréase in, both attend- 
ance and’ parimutuel play. Sun- 
shine Park at Tampa had improv- 
ed attendance but betting ‘dropped 
$937,478, the Commission reported 
Tropical, Park, which opened the 
season at Miami in December, had 
a decline of $4,618,340 and Hialeaa 
dropped off $2,144,194. 

Gulfstream opened the 1947-48 
season but changed places with 
Tropical this season, in the custo- 
mary rotation, with Hialeah hav- 
ing the choice middle dates. The

The Racing Com: sion said all 
horse, dog and jai-alai plants in 
the state showed an increase of 
7.07 per cent ‘in attendance to 
date and a 1.49 per cent decline in 
parimutuel play. Five dog tracks 
are still operating with three 
scheduled to close May 30 and two 
to operate Summer programs. 

Total figures for all tracks so 
far this season, the Commission 
said, showed attendance of 4,291,- 
723; parimutuel handle of $165,- 
887,578, and revenue to the state, 
$12,391,241. 

Whether the average track 
patron realizes it or not, the state 
is the chief benefactor in parimu- 
tuel wagering. For example, its 
share in the 1948-49 meeting alon 
from Hialeah, Tropical, Gulfstream 
and Sunshine Park is in excess of 
$8,000,000. 

Racing revenue reached an all- 
time high in the 1946-47 season, 
when the state received $9,666,988. 
Last season the figure dropped off 
to $8,756,767. In the 1947-46 meet- 
ing, the take was in excess of nine 
and a half million dollars. 

The state obtains its revenue 
from the tracks in a number òf 
ways. One is through the attend- 
ance tax, Another from betting, 
and the third from breakagé. Last 
year, breakage alone produced 
$674,651.
